Not-For-Profit Corporations 


Corporations are creatures ofthe State. Some types are 
religious, education, business, and not ior prot 


“The purpose for incorporating i to obtain protection trom 
labity to third partes. 


‘Sec. 517(a) ofthe NYS Not-For-Profit Corporation law 
provides the key dein: “Members [ofthe corporation} 
Shall not be personally responsible forthe debts, labile, 
for obligations of the corporation.” 


‘Sec. 517(b) adds (summary): “The only obligation of 
‘members to the corporation i for unpaid dues or 


‘Sec. 720(a) also adds: “No person serving without 
Compensation as a director or officer of a Not-For-Profit 
corporation shall be lable to any person other than to such 
eorporation 


‘The general purpose of these sections is to reduce the 
problem of unaffordable or unavaiable ably insurance by 
Shielding persons serving Not-For-Proit corporations 
without compensation from lawsuits. 


‘sec, 402 deseribes what is necessary to file a Cetiicate of 
incorporation with the NYS Secretary of State for approval 
‘+ Name ofthe corporation — Must include words 
Corporation” or “incorporated” or “Limited” or their 

abbreviations 


‘+ Purposes — Purpose for which the corporation is 
formed. In aur case, this will be taken fom the 


purpose section of our Constitution 
“+ Type of corporation — Several ypes, among which 


DXA would be registered as type B, Social or 
Scientie 


‘+ County —NY county of the ofce of the corporation 


“+ Duration - Duration of the existence ofthe 
Corporation iather than perpetual 


‘+ Agent — Designation of NY Secretary of State as 
gent (forthe corporation) upon whom process vs 
the corporation may be served 


“+ Signatories - Signed by a minimum of thee 
incorporators with names and addresses

‘Sec. 405 defines the Organizational Meeting that must 
‘cur after the corporation commences existence. The 
Incorporators (signers of certificate) meet to adopi By-Laws 
and arrange for election of Directors in accordance with 
Said By-Laws. (Ales of Incorporation and By-Laws are 
the sole governing documents ofthe corporation. Anything 
ina pre-esting Constitution should be meorporated into 
these two documents) 


Sec. 605 delines Notice of Meetings. Whenever members 
are requied or permited to take any action at a meeting, 
‘written notice shall state the place, date, and hour of the 
‘aeting. A copy of the notice shall be given personally or 
by mai fo each person entitled to vote at the meeting 
[Notice must be given atleast ten but no more than fity 
days before the date of the meetin. 


‘Sec. 609 delines Proxies. Every member entitled to vote at 
‘a meeting may authorize another petson or persons to act 
for him by proxy 


Sec. 611 defines Records. Every corporation shall keep 
Correct and complete books and records and minutes of the 
proceedings ofits members, Members shal have the right 
to inspect corporate books and records. 

‘Sec, 702 Directors. The number of directors constituting 
the whole board shall not be less than thre. 


‘Sec. 707 Quorum. Unless fixed by the By-Laws, a majority 
ofthe Board shall constitute a quorum, 


‘Sec. 719 Liability. Directors who vote for unauthorized 
distribution of cash shall be jointly and severally lable to 
the corporation. 


‘This completed the description ofthe purposes and 
Fequirements of a corporation. The concept of Piercing the 
Corporate Veilwas briefly discussed as being very aificult 
ifthe appropriate requirements are adhered to. n addition, 
anyone attempting 0 do So would have to involve a frm 
such as Nixon Peabody at around $500 an hour. To go 
ater a club such as outs, his was deemed unlikely. 


‘Sherwood then entertained questions from the flor. 


Question: If we are sued and deemed negligent, what are 
ur lables? 


Answer: If we are operating within what would be our 
oral course of events (activites such as Harfest tent, 
Field Day), the members are protected. 


(Question: Are there shareholders?

‘Answer: Nat for our type of corporation, only members 
(Question: what is an “event” ofthe club? 


‘Answer: An official event. Lengthy discussion ensued, but 
basicaly defined as something that we normally do, such 
as Hamlest. Field Day, regular meetings, dinners. 
Announced in newsieter, included in minules, and open to 
all members, is an afi event. 


(Question: an antenna-asing party is known to the club 
and announced as a club ever si covered? 


‘Answer: an official cub event as previously deseribed, its 
covered, I's private, i's not covered 


(Note: Later off.ine discussion suggested that this could be 
perceived as pushing the boundaries, and we should be 
Earelul a clearly and ofeialy define club events and not 
attempt to gain the system.) 


Question: it incorporation precludes the need for ably 
surance, do we sill need ARRL insurance”? 


Answer: Not needed, members are protected from Habit 
However, if equipment is borrowed for Field Day, for 
‘example, depending on insurance, it may provide 
protection ofthat sor. 


(Note: Later offine discussion indicated we should stil 
maintain our ARRL coverage for other reasons, among 
which are payment for itgation costs should we be sued. 
Remember, Incorporation doeset protect from being ued, 
It protects you ram personal labilty should you lose. You 
sil have 0 defend yours with a lawyer(s) regardless) 


Question: Medica protection. (lost wack ofthe replies to 
this question. From previous discussions, medical casts are 
'ypicaly covered by an individual's medical insurance 
Ineorporation or eur ARRL insurance does nat provide 
mazical coverage. However, Ife are later sued for ably 
for cause, both then provide protection ) 


Question: As a corporation, would we have tax ably? 
Would we Rave to fie tax returns? 


‘Answer: Pursuing our normal course of activites, we would 
hhave no tx lability and would not have to fle. we 
became invalved in any related business activites and 
received income, we Would have to fle. Note that belng a 
NatFor-Prait dows not automatically make you a tax 
‘exempt organization, That fs an addtional and optional 
Undertaking with the IRS. RDXA does nat plan to pursue 
this due 1 the amount of addtional everhead and the 
negligible benefits for our particular activities and interests 
‘That ang the case, we earnat offer potential contibutors 
tax deduction for ary gts, 


Question: Regardless of above, would gis be considered 
Corporate incame? 


Answer: No 


‘Question: We've seen incorporation fs good for protection. 
Are there any downsides? 


Answer: Must keep good records (minutes, teasurer's 
reports, etc) 


(Question: Would our records be subject o autsde checks, 
audis? 


‘Answer: Possibly, but highly unikely because of our ype of 
group.

\We are now past the equinox - the day the sunrises atthe 
onthpole. Polar windows are opening nicely on 20 Meters 
In the early evening, but the band stl closes afew hours 
after dark. Prime tiie evening activity includes a good 
‘opening into cenval Asia, along with the usual South 
‘American, Attean and Pact DX tal comes tough 
Aactoss lower latitudes. 


"Morning also brings an opening over the pote, along with a 
path to Europe lasing several ours. The change in 
Seasons wil bring deterioration in this morning European 
vandow as the grey ine na longer leads in that direction t 
has drifted tothe other side a the pole, and by summer val 
extend tothe Far East. The day European opening wit 
St to late atemnoon. in tecart mans the patho Asia 
hhas occurred around sunset and this wil also deteriorate, i 
will eventually be replaced by a much better pipeline inthe 
‘maring. For now, 20 Meters isin wansiton and most 
‘evening DX acti remains on 40, 


Conditions on 40 are excellent, as the QRN levels ae stil 
faify low and signals are strong. Europeans are easily 
Workable through the evening, wth many Russian signals 
also coming though. Alter sunrise we get a great opening 
to Asia. Over the next couple months the QRN leva will 
Continue to ise and actvity will move primary to 20 


‘Nighipath openings on 20 will improve during Apr and 
‘May. The morning polar window is curently narrow, but wil 
expand to Include more of Asia. From WS we should watch 
for signals trom Mongolia. China and Southeast Asia on 
paths west of due North, DXers in other parts of the 
Porthem hemisphere wil get the same northerly path - but 
Ital lead ta other pars ofthe word. (The long haul polar 
paths are dificult rom any perspective - Europe needs 
these same openings to access the Paci.) Our evening 
(DX window wil alsa broaden to include the mare densely 
populated areas of Russia, This will mean plenty of DX tO 
Work inthe evening,
